
Glassboys face tough first round trip to Dover 

FA CUP FERRY 
TALE LIVES ON

STOURBRIDGE Football Club 
have been left disappointed 
after missing out on a glamour 
tie against a Football League 
side in the first round proper 
of the FA Cup. 

The luck of the draw went against 
the Glassboys who were handed an 
unwelcome away trip to fellow non¬ 
league outfit Dover Athletic. 

Supporters had been dreaming of a plum tie 
against the likes of previous winners Sheffield 
United, Wigan or Coventry City as reward for 
defeating local rivals Kidderminster Harriers - 
but it wasn’t to be. 

They instead face a tough assignment on the 
Kent coast against a Dover side currently lying 
third in the Vanarama National League. 

But bosses insist the team will go into the 
game determined to keep their cup run going. 

Club secretary Clive 
Eades said: “It will be a 
tough game, Dover are 
doing very well in the Na¬ 
tional League. But it’s a 
game of football and we 
all know anything can 
happen. 

“We will be going there 
to win but if we can get 
a replay it will be harder 
for Dover to come up to 
the West Midlands on a Tuesday night than for 
us to go down there on a Friday night or Satur¬ 
day morning.” 

Despite the anti-climax of the draw, the town 
is buzzing with Stourbridge in the first round 
for the fourth time in seven years, with the pos¬ 
sibility of facing league giants still very much 
alive. There are also the financial rewards to 
consider. The Glassboys had already netted 
more than £10,000 before the win over Kidder¬ 
minster put another £12,500 into the coffers. 
Victory over Dover would see them awarded 
£18,000. 

Mr Eades said: “It’s vitally important, not 
only for Stourbridge Football Club but for all 
non-league clubs to have the potential to get to 
the first round proper. Fortunately we have got 
there four times and got to the second round 
twice and it has enabled us to improve the facil¬ 
ities at Amblecote and enabled the football club 
to progress and grow. 

“Hopefully a few of the supporters who were 
at the Walsall game a few years ago and came 
back for Kidderminster would have noticed the 
facilities have improved since and will want to 
come back again.”

TRADERS are hopeful its promis¬ 
ing Sunday Market start will con¬ 
tinue until Christmas after a suc¬ 
cessful opening last weekend. 

For the first time in its long 
history, Dudley Market welcomed 
shoppers last Sunday and stall¬ 
holders hope interest will continue 
to grow as the weeks progress. 

Deputy Mayor Councillor Mo¬ 
hammed Hanif said it was an excel¬ 
lent move forward. It comes after 
traders took over responsibility for 


the day-to-day running of the mar¬ 
ket from Dudley Council. 

Len Lenihan, chairman of Dud¬ 
ley Market Traders Ltd which has 
taken over running of the market, 
said it had been a strong start. 

“To say it was the very first time, 
it went really well and everyone is 
very confident it will grow as it 
gets closer to Christmas,” he said.

Mr Lenihan said around half of 


the available stalls were operating 
on Sunday. This is expected to in¬ 
crease as the weeks go on. Shopper 
Sarah Townend, aged 50, from 
Dudley, said: “I think it will be a 
real boost for traders and visitors.” 

Customer Dawn Cope, 33, said: 
“I think a lot of people will take 
advantage once more people know 
about it.” 

Trader Wendy Farmer, who sells 
clothing for youngsters, said it had 
been a really promising start.

Crippling disease 
takes father’s life 


A GRANDFATHER struck down with Motor 
Neurone Disease has died - just seven 
months since diagnosing himself after 
watching the Stephen Hawking biopic. 

Paul Whyley, aged 62 began to realise 
he had the same debilitating condition as 
Professor Hawking when he watched the 
Oscar-winning The Theory of Everything. 

Jayne, the grandfather of four’s devas¬ 
tated wife of 40 years, was forced to leave 
her job to care for her husband, and paid 
tribute. He died on October 17. His funeral 

1 service was taking place 
yesterday (Wednesday) 
at Stourbridge Cremato¬ 
rium. 

Mrs Whyley, 59, of 

J Hagley, said she had 
been astonished by the 
outpouring of support 
from friends and family 
after her husband’s pass¬ 
ing. She said: “Paul was 
amazing throughout the whole process, 
he never ever complained. He just took it 
in his stride.” 

Before his diagnosis in March, Mr Why¬ 
ley had noticed difficulty controlling his 
fingers, problems moving his arm and 
had suffered a number of trips and falls. 
Doctors failed to come up with a diagno¬ 
sis. However, when he saw the film about 
Hawking’s life, he began to realise he had 
the same symptoms and tests with a neu¬ 
rologist confirmed Mr Whyley’s fears. 

The father of two died with his wife and 
daughter Lauren at his bedside. His eld¬ 
est daughter Heather, 36, flew back from 
Colombia the day after her father’s death.

Civic society bid to boost town pride 


A NEW civic society could be set up in Dudley in a 
bid to promote and protect its heritage. 

Steve Briscoe has revealed plans to create a 
Civic Society for Dudley with hopes of bringing 
the community together to discuss ideas for re¬ 
generation. 

Speaking about the plans, he explained how he 
wants to portray Dudley in a positive light. He 
said: “Dudley does not get enough recognition 
and it would be great if we could get all businesses 
and main attractions working together to form a 
group and promote all the great things about the 
town. We do not want this to be a political entity 
and we want no negativity. 


“We want to gather ideas of what people want 
to see happen in the town. So far I have had in¬ 
terest from a few people, including a businessman 
and Councillor Pete Lowe, who thinks this would 
be a really good idea.” 

Plans of holding workshops and events in the 
town are also in the pipeline. 

Mr Briscoe, who is also chairman of the Friends 
of Buffery Park, spoke of how he felt passionate 
about giving the town a voice. 

“A town like Dudley with all its rich history 
leaves us with the question as to why it hasn’t 
had a civic society for a long time,” he said. 

“Lots of local people are proud of the town and 


we want to get people together to celebrate what’s 
good about it. Ultimately, the aim is to provide an 
independent voice for our town and its people.” 

Dudley town centre has been the focus of major 
regeneration over the past few years. 

The £10 million Castle Hill project, using Euro¬ 
pean funding, was hailed as the start of a new era 
with the zoo, Black Council Living Museum and 
Dudley Canal and Tunnel envisaged as a major 
national tourist attraction. 

A £6.7m Dudley Market revamp also saw trad¬ 
ers move into new stalls this year.

Saudi cash will fund 
college's development 


DUDLEY College will help cre¬ 
ate three new colleges in Saudi 
Arabia after securing a lucrative 
multi-million pound contract 
with the Middle Eastern king¬ 
dom. 

It has won a three-year deal to men¬ 
tor Saudi staff, creating three colleges 
in the country. 

Teams of between 10 and 15 staff from 
the college will be based in Saudi Arabia at 
the new institutions over the initial three 
year period. Staff will work alongside Saudi 
teachers in improving the performance of 
the new colleges, including best practice on 
teaching and the curriculum, English lan¬ 
guage skills and leadership training. 

Dudley College principal Lowell Williams 
said: “The college has been successful in 
being awarded three capacity and capabil¬ 
ity building contracts in Saudi Arabia, two 
male colleges and one female, where our 
staff will work alongside the Saudi college 
staff to improve their capacity. 

“The total value of these contracts is £18 
million over three years. Income from these 
projects will support the ongoing capital de¬ 
velopment of the college in Dudley. 

Opportunity 

“We see this as an exciting opportunity 
for both Dudley and education in Saudi 
Arabia, as this supports the country’s vo¬ 
cational training reforms.” 

The news comes alongside growing con¬ 
cern about Saudi Arabia’s record on human 
rights after it emerged Karl Andree, a 
74-year-old UK citizen, has been sentenced 
in the country to 350 lashes for possession 
of alcohol. 

Earlier this month Prime Minister David 
Cameron scrapped a £6m deal for the 
British Ministry of Justice to train Saudi 
Arabian prison staff amid criticism of the 
kingdom’s human rights record. According 
to Amnesty International, Saudi Arabia 
executed 102 people in the first six months 
of this year. 

Mr Williams added that while aware of 
those issues, the college could not comment 
on individual cases. He said: “In agreeing 
to take assignments in Saudi Arabia, Dud¬ 
ley College Worldwide consulted closely 
with the Foreign and Commonwealth Of¬ 
fice and UK Trade and Investment.”

Based at the college’s art and 
design centre in Brierley Hill, it 
includes a living unit with kitchen, 
dining and bedroom areas. 

Bosses say this will enable stu¬ 
dents to gain a range of skills in¬ 


cluding budgeting, planning menus 
for a healthy lifestyle and carrying 
out home maintenance. 

The new centre was opened by 
Dudley Council’s chief executive 
Sarah Norman. 

Confidence 

She said: “We are delighted to 
support this unit, which we know 
will encourage learners to develop 
greater confidence in themselves 


and their abilities. The learners de¬ 
serve to be in the best possible en¬ 
vironment for success and they are 
sure to thrive in these exceptional 
surroundings.” 

Wendy Stevens, head of Stour¬ 
bridge College, said: “The centre 
provides a safe environment for 
our students to develop their skills, 
while allowing them to work along¬ 
side fellow learners in an atmos¬ 
phere of tolerance and trust.” 


Restaurants 
to come at 
Castlegate 
leisure park 

WORK on a £5 million project to build 
four new restaurants and cafes in Dud¬ 
ley will start next month, the developer 
has announced. 

Around 80 jobs will be created by the 
scheme which will see a Hungry Horse 
pub, a Costa Coffee cafe and a KFC res¬ 
taurant built on vacant land at Dudley’s 
Castlegate Business Park, off Birming¬ 
ham Road. 

A fourth unit will also be constructed 
on the site, owned by the Homes and 
Communities Agency, with bosses at 
developer Stoford hoping to attract an¬ 
other restaurant to the complex. 

Stoford director Dominic Stokes said: 
“This is an exciting project which sup¬ 
ports the development of Castle Hill and 
Dudley town centre by providing com¬ 
plementary visitor facilities. 

Regeneration 

“We expect work to begin on site in 
November and the businesses could be 
trading by summer 2016.” 

Dudley Council leaders have wel¬ 
comed the plans as a boost to the ongo¬ 
ing regeneration of Dudley. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed said: 
“This scheme provides job opportunities 
for local people while complementing the 
exciting and innovative developments 
we have already put in place or are in the 
pipeline in Dudley town centre, includ¬ 
ing the multi-million pound investment 
in the market place and the expansion of 
Dudley College. 

“Our ambition is to make Castle Hill a 
major regional destination.” 

MR backs foreign 
nurse visa move 

A MOVE to lift visa restrictions for 
nurses recruited for the winter months 
in the UK has been welcomed by a Black 
Country MR 

Nurses are to be added to the immi¬ 
gration Shortage Occupation List in 
order to allow the hiring of more staff 
from overseas, under the Government 
plans. This means nurses from countries 
outside of Europe will have their visa ap¬ 
plications prioritised. 

Nurses will also be exempt from new 
restrictions which mean migrants from 
outside Europe must earn £35,000 or 
more if they are to be allowed to con¬ 
tinue working in the UK after six years. 

Stourbridge MP Margot James said: 
“As we approach the winter months, it 
is vital we ensure that our hospitals can 
recruit any extra staff they need.”

Academies 
paying for 
patrols 'will 
save money 

ACADEMY schools have enough mon¬ 
ey to pay for their own lollipop men 
and women, Dudley Council’s finance 
boss said after the proposal was put 
forward as part of multi-million cuts. 

The cash-strapped council no longer 
wants to foot the bill for school cross¬ 
ing patrols at academy schools, which 
it has no influence over. 

Academies are independent of coun¬ 
cil control and receive funding directly 
from the Department of Education. 

Council bosses say savings must be 
found to stop the Labour-run author¬ 
ity from going bankrupt, blaming the 
Government for reducing its grant. 

Finance member Councillor David 
Sparks said making academies pay 
for their own school crossing patrols 
was another area where cash could be 
saved. The changes are due to come 
into force from next April. 

But he suggested academies would 
not be forced into the move. “This is 
not us saying ‘we don’t agree with 
academies so we are going to charge 
them for crossing patrols’,” he said. 

“They get an amount of money to 
fund things like crossing patrols.” 

Dudley councillor Ken Finch be¬ 
lieves paying for lollipop ladies would 
not be much of a stretch for most 
academy schools. 

The Labour councillor said: “Acad¬ 
emy schools, as someone who was on 
a seat of governors for many years, 
have got finances. They will probably 
be able to afford it. 

“As long as we have got traffic pa¬ 
trols, that is the main thing. We have 
got to consider the safety of pupils.” 

Task group set 
up for refugees 

A TASK group has been launched in 
Dudley ahead of the borough welcom¬ 
ing 20 refugee families fleeing Syria. 

The group will be led by the Dudley 
Council for Voluntary Service. It will 
co-ordinate voluntary sector provision 
for the new arrivals. 

Spokesman Terry Gee said there 
were no dates for arrivals but work 
had started in setting up the group. 

Dudley Council has offered to wel¬ 
come the families under the current 
humanitarian settlement programme. 

It will offer housing, health, educa¬ 
tion and other support to families. 

Help provided will be funded na¬ 
tionally but council bosses said the 
borough has a duty to do what it can 
to help some of the thousands of refu¬ 
gees fleeing Syria. 

20mph speed limit 
proposed at school 

A 20mph speed limit may be intro¬ 
duced outside a Dudley primary 
school. Dudley Council wants to im¬ 
prove safety outside Kates Hill Com¬ 
munity Primary School. A final deci¬ 
sion will be made on November 5.

AN eyesore office block which has 
blighted the Dudley skyline for years 
has been sold for £800,000 after going 
under the hammer at auction. 

Dudley Council has said talks are 
already under way with the new own¬ 
ers of dilapidated Cavendish House. 
Officials said proposals were now ex¬ 
pected to take a ‘huge step forward’. 

The identity of the buyer has not 
been confirmed with officials from 
London auctioneers Allsop, which car¬ 
ried out the sale, saying only that the 
building had been bought by a ‘local 
property company’. They confirmed 


the complex had fetched £800,000 
when it went under the hammer. 
This was less than the guide price of 
between £1.2 and £1.5m. 

Previous owners Abstract decided 
to put the office block up for sale as 
Dudley Council favoured the £50 mil¬ 
lion Porters Field project submitted 
by developer Avenbury. 

Bosses from the company said they 
wanted to concentrate on projects 
other than in Dudley. 

Former owners Abstract said they 
were pleased the building had been 
sold and believed the complex would 


OPENING hours will be reduced at 
libraries across the Dudley borough 
under new proposals for the future 
running of the service. 

Many libraries will also become single 
staffed under proposals put forward by 
Dudley Council bosses. 

Cuts would also be made to opening hours at 
the borough’s archives centre in Dudley. 

Councillors have been advised to approve 
a plan to establish a Libraries, Archives and 
Learning Mutual, which would involve the 
services being run by council employees, inde¬ 
pendent of the authority itself. Councillors and 
volunteers will also be invited to get on board. 

If given the nod, the changes would begin 
to come into force from next April, with single 
staffing to be introduced to all libraries during 
mornings apart from main libraries in Dudley, 
Brierley Hill, Stourbridge and Halesowen. 

From April 2017 library opening hours 
would be reduced. Dudley’s archives centre, 
which opened in 2013 at a cost of £6m, would 
also have its weekly opening hours slashed 
from 41-and-a-half to 30-and-a-half. 

Committed 

Councillor Rachel Harris, cabinet member 
responsible for libraries and archives said: “We 
are committed to delivering high quality ser¬ 
vices to our existing customers and at the same 
time providing opportunities to widen access to 
community services.” 

Conservative opposition leader Councillor 
Patrick Harley said: “It shouldn’t be the de¬ 
cision of the council to reduce opening hours. 
The council should set up the new delivery 
model and then hand it over and let them de¬ 
cide how to run it.” 

The news follows the announcement that 
Dudley Museum and Art Gallery is to close, up 
to 275 council jobs are to go and council tax 
to rise in a bid to save £20m over three years. 
Public toilets, dog bins and gritting lorries 
could also be in the firing line. 

Finance boss Councillor David Sparks said 
the council had to take tough decisions. The 
museum closure, as well as cutting opening 
hours at the Red House Glass Cone in Words- 
ley, could save more than £750,000 by 2018/19. 

But Keith Turley, chairman of the Dudley 
Society of Artists, said: “I am horrified.” 

Steve Briscoe, who is behind plans to estab¬ 
lish a new Dudley Civic Society described the 
cuts as a ‘kick in the teeth’.

Four-year term for firearms theft 


A BURGLAR who stole four firearms 
now feared to be in the hands of drug 
dealers has been locked up for four 
years. 

Daniel Kowolik grabbed the haul 
of three shotguns and a rifle from the 
locked cabinet of their owner who 
had a licence to keep them. 

The 25-year-old regular drug user 
struck at the address in Vicarage 
Road, Stourbridge after befriending 


the ‘vulnerable’ son of the family - 
and even bragged about the haul 
on the instant messaging service 
WhatsApp during the break-in, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court heard. 

Mr Jonathan Cox, prosecuting, 
said: “He was looking to offload 
these lethal weapons to friends and 
acquaintances. They could well have 
ended up in the hands of those with 
links to the supply of controlled 


drugs.” The firearms, worth a total 
of £2,000, were stolen along with a 
laptop and a safe while the owner 
and his wife were out on March 12. 

Kowolik was suggested as a sus¬ 
pect by their son who had previously 
had his credit card stolen and used 
to withdraw money by the defend¬ 
ant. He was arrested later the same 
day, but no longer had the guns and 
would not help police to trace their 


whereabouts. Mr Simon Hanns, de¬ 
fending, admitted Kowolik knew the 
son of the family and had stolen from 
him in the past but he said there was 
no evidence that he sold the firearms 
or received any personal gain. 

Kowolik from Church Hill, Brier- 
ley Hill who had 10 previous convic¬ 
tions involving 24 offences, admitted 
burglary and illegal possession of 
firearms. 


Trust go from shed to 
impressive canal centre

A £3.4 million visitor centre 
run by Dudley Canal and 
Tunnel Trust has opened its 
doors to the public. 

Featuring a restaurant, gift 
shop and learning space for 
schools, The Portal will also be 
available for wedding receptions 
and community events. 

The modern building is situated 
next to the entrance to Dudley’s net¬ 
work of canal tunnels and limestone 
caverns. 

“It is an incredibly exciting time 
for us,” said the trust’s chief execu¬ 
tive, Nick Morris. “I think when you 
look at what we have left behind in 
our old premises of the green shed, 
it has really transformed the out¬ 
look for everyone. 

“Now we have a great education 
area which allows us to properly 
work alongside schools for the whole 
day. Our rooms can also be used for 
activities such as senior days and 
wedding facilities too,” he explained. 

Funding 

The £3.4 million centre comes 
following funding supported by the 
European Regional Development 
Fund, Heritage Lottery Fund, Biffa 
Award and Black Country Local En¬ 
terprise Partnership. It has created 
15 jobs. 

Mr Morris said: “The shed used 
to leak was covered with a tarpaulin 
most of the time, with no heating 
and no running water, so it could be 
quite difficult. 

“We used to come into work of 
a morning and go straight to the 
tap and fill up a water bottle just 
to make a cup of tea. Now we have 
staff showers and central heating. 

It’s great.” 

The Portal also features an inter¬ 
active exhibition in the Biffa Award 
Gallery, and a restaurant called 
Gongoozlers, offering posh Black 
Country nosh. It can seat up to 85 
people. 

After opening its doors on Octo¬ 
ber 19, it has already received pos¬ 
itive feedback. Mr Morris added: 

“Everyone who has visited so far is

Museum's 
entrance 
is designed 
for pupils 

A NEW £150,000 entrance for school 
pupils arriving at the Black Country 
Living Museum has been opened. 

Museum bosses said the entrance 
would also further improve links with 
Dudley Zoo and Dudley canal tunnels. 

Guests attended the launch of the 
new entrance which is accessible off a 
new link road created off Tipton Road 
near Dudley Archives. It encompasses 
a single-storey brick building that has 
an inside function room, covered out¬ 
door area and toilet block. 

Cast iron window frames and gas 
lamps are also in keeping with the 
museum. 

The build, that has been two years 
in the making, was funded by the Eu¬ 
ropean Regional Development Fund 
and also The Connie and Albert Tay¬ 
lor Trust. 

Head of learning at the museum, 
Mel Weatherley, said: “This part of 
the museum was completely over¬ 
grown before and school trips were 
being organised on the car park. But 
now we have this entrance it will 
make it a lot easier for a range of ac¬ 
tivities to take place. Inside we have a 
projector and a screen that will allow 
us to engage with groups better. 

“Outside it will be interesting for 
people to arrive in a different area 
too, with an entirely different view 
of the museum from what they would 
usually see. 

“It has given us a lot more space 
and our adult groups can make use of 
it too - it’s kind of like an industrial 
workshop.” 


Police to continue 
car park patrols 

POLICE say they will continue to pa¬ 
trol a vandalism-plagued Stourbridge 
car park, which is being closed at 
night. 

The Ryemarket car park in Stour¬ 
bridge was previously open 24/7 but 
it will now close at 8.30pm Monday to 
Saturday and at 5pm Sundays. Coun¬ 
cil bosses said they had been left with 
no option following numerous com¬ 
plaints about youths hanging around 
into the early hours. 

Sergeant Andy Holder confirmed 
patrols would continue during open¬ 
ing hours and said Wollaston and 
Stourbridge Town police team was 
trying to get Public Space Protection 
Orders to curb anti-social behaviour 
at the car park. He added: “We have 
engaged with local schools around 
graffiti.”

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High-speed 
broadband 
roll out's 
milestone 

MORE than 2,000 businesses and 
homes across the Black Country are 
now able to access high-speed fibre 
broadband for the first time. 

It is the latest milestone of the 
Black Country Broadband Project, 
with engineers having installed more 
than 20 road-side cabinets, which 
enable people to connect to the new 
network. 

The £12.2 million project is a part¬ 
nership between the Black Coun¬ 
try LEP, BT and the Government’s 
Broadband Delivery UK programme, 
supported by the local authorities in 
Dudley, Sandwell, Walsall and Wol¬ 
verhampton. 

Ninder Johal, chairman of the 
group and LEP Board member, said: 
“Reaching the 2000 milestone is an 
important step in delivering our am¬ 
bition of a minimum 98 per cent high¬ 
speed fibre broadband availability 
by the end of June 2017. High-speed 
fibre broadband will bring a terrific 
boost to the local economy.” 

High-speed fibre broadband is al¬ 
ready available in around 92 per cent 
of the area, more than 468,000 homes 
and businesses. 

Parts of Walsall, Wednesbury and 
West Bromwich were among the first 
areas to benefit from the roll-out, in¬ 
cluding Blackheath, Langley, Rowley, 
Bristnall, St Paul’s, Tividale and parts 
of Oldbury. Work will begin later this 
year on the second phase, which will 
extend to areas of Brierley Hill, Dud¬ 
ley and Tipton.

Shop that sold child booze keeps licence 


THE owners of a Dudley shop where a 15-year- 
old girl was sold alcohol have been allowed to keep 
their licence but conditions have been set regarding 
training and serving procedures. 

Bill’s General Store on Wellington Road, Dudley, 
sold a bottle of WKD to the youngster, which con¬ 
tained four per cent alcohol. 

She was part of a trading standards test purchase 
operation to see if she would be served by staff. 

Licensee Baljas Singh was not working in the 
shop when the incident happened. His wife, Sukh- 
jinder Kaur, was on the phone at the time of serving 
the 15-year-old and did not ask for ID, Dudley Coun¬ 
cil’s licensing committee meeting heard. 

At a meeting last week, Councillor Chris Elcock 


questioned Mrs Kaur, asking if ‘she knew the seri¬ 
ousness of the offence’. She replied: “I am very sorry 
for what happened, I didn’t look properly at the girl, 
it was a mistake and won’t happen again.” 

Conditions 

Trading standards have requested Mrs Kaur 
needs to be fully licence-trained, as one of the con¬ 
ditions for her to be working in the store. 

At the time of the incident she had only been 
working in the store ‘a matter of weeks’ and since 
the previous meeting in September she has attended 
a personal licence holder training course and is wait¬ 
ing for the confirmation papers to come through. 

Councillor Donella Russell also requested a re¬ 


fusal register of all people who were declined alcohol 
‘needed to be next to the till at all times’ and advised 
a till prompt should be fitted to make sure every 
customer is checked for the ‘over 25’ policy. 

She said: “I have a 15-year-old son and if someone 
had served him alcohol in this way, I would be ab¬ 
solutely mortified. 

“We will have monthly check-ups of the store, 
which will make sure these conditions are contin¬ 
uing to be met.” 

Mr Singh, has managed the store since April and 
said it was his first time running a business. Both 
he and his wife, who are the only workers at Bill’s 
General Store, told the meeting ‘something like this 
would not happen again’.

Leaders 
force the 
issue on 
diversity 

WHAT would you say is your biggest con¬ 
cern about policing at the moment? 

The fact they are closing down police 
stations in half of the Black Country? 
Or maybe the police chief who said we 
should not automatically expect the boys 
in blue to come running when we have 
been affected by something so trivial as 
a burglary. 

Then there is the proliferation of speed 
cameras financed by the booming indus¬ 
try of “speed awareness courses”, where 
motorists pay £90 to spend the day being 
patronised by tedious public-sector types 
to avoid getting points on their licence. 

However, it appears that Home Secre¬ 
tary Theresa May believes there is a more 
pressing issue. A lack of diversity in the 
ranks. I must admit, I was a bit worried 
about that, too. All those sleepless nights 
agonising about diversity targets, they 
take their toll you know. 

Mrs May says not one of the 43 forc¬ 
es in England and Wales looks anything 
like the community they serve. Now, of 
course, it should be a most basic re¬ 
quirement that the police treat everybody 
equally, regardless of race or religion, 
both when dealing with the public and in 
recruitment. But that should be the be¬ 
ginning and the end of the matter. 

Surely, rigging the recruitment process 
to make forces a perfect cross-section 
of society is taking a sledgehammer 
to crack a nut. If we were really serious 
about having a police force that repre¬ 
sents the society we live in, there would 
need to be far more targets. For example, 
the Health and Social Care Information 
Centre says 66.6 per cent of the UK pop¬ 
ulation are overweight. So our officers 
had better make it burgers and chips in 
the canteen, then. 

Also, around one in every 1,000 peo¬ 
ple has a burglary conviction. Does that 
mean we need a few token house-break¬ 
ers? And what about the 500,000 people 
in England over the age of 90? Old folk 
should be represented too. 

An alternative approach is that we 
could just forget all about diversity, and 
choose the best people for the job, re¬ 
gardless of their background. Controver¬ 
sial, I know, but it might catch on.

LEE WATTON tells the remark¬ 
able story of former Japanese 
prisoner of war Bill Wheale 
who has died aged 97 


THE horrific scenes he witnessed 
would haunt anyone for the rest 
of their life - but former prisoner 
of war William Wheale did not let 
these experiences define him. 

And tributes are now being paid to the 
great-grandfather from Tipton, who has 
died aged 97. 

Better known as Bill, his family has paid 
tribute to a man with a terrific sense of hu¬ 
mour and whose greatest pride was that all of 
his five grandchildren attended university. 

During the Second World War, Bill’s unit, 
the 4th Battalion of the Suffolk Regiment, was 
taken captive when the Japanese conquered 
Singapore in February 1942. 

He was marched inland to work on the infa¬ 
mous Burma Railway, a military supply route 
for the expanding Japanese empire. 

Fortnight 

And when cholera hit the prison camp where 
he was held, Bill was put to work burying the 
dead. In a single fortnight his squad were bur¬ 
ying 40 corpses a day - and would not be fed 
until the grim task was completed. 

Bill’s son Roger, 69, said while the experi¬ 
ences had understandably stayed with his fa¬ 
ther for the rest of his life he had not let them 
define who he was. 

And unlike many, he was able to tell his 
family some of the details of what he had wit¬ 
nessed and experienced during his time as a 
prisoner of war - although some of the worst 
experiences were pushed to the back of his 
mind. 

Roger said: “He had the occasional night¬ 
mare but was able to move on. He used to 
share some of the things he had experienced. 

“He used to talk about how the jungle was 
velvet black at night and the sounds of the an¬ 
imals were so loud it was like machinery. Then 


a tiger would make a noise and all of the other 
animals would fall silent for a time.” Roger 
said his father had also talked about the lack 
of food given to the prisoners and the methods 
they used to try and get more sustenance. 

“He always used to say dried yak was too 
chewy to describe and on one occasion him 
and three others had captured a vulture to try 
to eat. They boiled it in an oil drum for three 
days and it was still not edible. They decided to 
try and use it as bait but nothing else wanted 
it either.” Bill also spoke of his first meal after 
being freed in 1945. He used to say: “I ate 27 
rounds of bread and butter and five courses of 
every meal.” 

Roger said he had never really known his 
father to worry about anything. “During 
his time as a prisoner of war he had seen 
everything - beatings, decapitations - the true 
harshness of life and death. I don’t think an¬ 


ything else, any other situation, was able to 
hit him in the same way.” After enduring the 
ordeal of cholera, Bill’s right leg became so 
ulcerated that amputation seemed inevitable. 

His mates scrounged a handful of toilet-dis¬ 
infectant crystals. The camp doctor scraped 
the ulcer away to the bone and covered the 
cavity with the crystals. When the wound went 
septic, a handful of maggots was applied to di¬ 
gest the pus. He survived but it was a close- 
run thing. 

Bill’s war ended when the crew of a sub¬ 
marine spotted the smoke from a fire and 
sent someone to investigate. It was August 
29, 1945. He returned home by slow boat so 
did not arrive back in Britain until the end of 
1945. 

Bill married his wife of nearly 70 years, Ivy, 
now 98, in 1946 at Netherton Church. The 
couple had met in Priory Park, Dudley, before 


the war. His best man was friend Norman 
Sargeant. 

He went to work at engineering firm Horse- 
ley Bridge and Thomas Piggott working his 
way up from clerk to transport manager before 
his retirement in the 1980s. 

Bill is survived by Ivy, Roger, other son 
Adrian, 63, alongside five grandchildren and 
one great-grandchild. 

He died at his home following complications 
with his heart and his funeral was held on Oc¬ 
tober 15 at Gornal Wood Crematorium. Roger 
said: “He was very proud of the work Horseley 
Bridge did and was most proud that all of his 
grandchildren went to university. He had a 
sense of humour and was not above laughing 
at himself. 

“Whatever situation he was in he never 
seemed to worry. He had seen it all. He will be 
deeply missed.”

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D-Day heroes back at

THEIR heroics will be re¬ 
membered for generations to 
come. Now D-Day veterans 
have been taken back to Nor¬ 
mandy for the first time since 
1944. 

It all became possible through cam¬ 
paigner Joy Widdowson, who saw a 
piece in The Legion magazine around 
six months ago, calling upon all Sec¬ 
ond World War veterans to take part 
in a ‘once in a lifetime’ opportunity to 
return to Normandy. 

Ten veterans from Bridgnorth, Gor¬ 
nal and Wolverhampton, along with 
their relatives, embarked on the five- 
day trip. The coach went on to pick 
up another 30 veterans from Bristol 
before heading to Portsmouth dock to 
get the ferry. 

The group of veterans paid their 
respects to the fallen at many of the 
cemeteries, including Ranville and Ba- 
yeux. They were also taken to key sites 
such as Pegasus Bridge, Cafe Gondree, 
Point Du Hoc, Sword, June, Gold and 



Horris Smith, 91, of Netherton, and 
Les Marsh, 91, of Halesowen 

Omaha beaches and Royal Marines 
Memorial, where they laid a reef. 

Veterans like Albert Mobbs said 
they wanted to stand on the beaches 
again while they still had the chance. 
The 92-year-old, of Perton, was part of 
the Royal Electrical and Mechanical 
Engineers (REME) and was part of the 
Tank Brigade 6th Guard, serving from 
1941 to 1947. 

He said: “The trip exceeded every 
expectation I had. It brought back 


some wonderful memories. We had a 
lovely trip on the ferry and couldn’t 
thank the company enough, they were 
amazing. It’s a trip I would definitely 
encourage every veteran to go on.” 

The trip was run by Arena Travel 
and part-funded by Libor fines paid by 
banks that have rigged interest rates. 

Mrs Widdowson, of Pendeford, has 
been involved in the Royal British 
Legion for 10 years. She said: “I was 
proud of every single one of those men 
getting on that coach. 

“I first started gathering names 
around six months ago. I was told if I 
could get 10 veterans together Arena 
Travel would pick them up from Wol¬ 
verhampton, which is exactly what 
happened. 

“I’m happy to have been part of the 
process in making this happen.” 

Mark Butcher, 47, from Penn, said 
his father-in-law, George Waterfield, 
from Gornal, aged 91, who served on 
the Royal Corps of Signals, had wanted 
to return to Normandy for years. He 
said: “I’m extremely proud of George.”

Optimistic 

“We would like to offer our sincere 
thanks to all supporters who were pa¬ 
tient during track work and the riders 
for giving it there all in less than ideal 
circumstances.” 

Fans had mixed views on the club’s 
future - though many remained opti¬ 
mistic it would continue. 

The Heathens were plunged into 
crisis when chairman Nigel Pearson 
and club partners Chris Van Straatan 
and Gary Patchett recently announced 
they were stepping down. 

Fan Paul Rose, 44, of Netherton, 
said: “I have been a fan ever since I 
was a child and remember events at 
Dudley Wood back in the 1990s. I am 
optimistic new people will come in. 
Also the club has to move back nearer 
Wolverhampton as that is more suited

HE had a collection of 
Western memorabilia that 
spanned the decades and 
even met some of his heroes 
from the silver screen. 

Tributes have been paid to Wild 
West enthusiast Michael Whittak¬ 
er from Brierley Hill who has died 
at the age of 76. 

His brother Tony Whittaker said: 
“He was an absolute character and one 
of a kind. The community will be at a 
loss without him.” 

Michael was a huge fan of old cow¬ 
boy movies and his huge collection 
even included a signed book by a gen¬ 
uine Wild West legend, showman Buf¬ 
falo Bill. 

Michael also had a picture of himself 
with American actor Clayton Moore, 
the American former circus acrobat 
who played The Lone Ranger on TV 
and starred in dozens of Western mov¬ 
ies in the 1930s, 40s and 50s. 

His entire haul of memorabilia in¬ 
cludes dozens of Native American figu¬ 
rines, cushions, tins, portraits, replica 
rifles and boxes of Western movie vid¬ 
eos. 

Shane 

One of his most prized items was a 
gun believed to have been the same 
one used by movie star Alan Ladd in 
the classic 1954 Oscar winner Shane. 

Tony, aged 71, added: “It was his ab¬ 
solute passion since being a young lad. 
He built up the collection and we will 
never part with it. 

“I think he had more Indians than 
Custer at the Battle of Little Bighorn.” 

Michael, aged 76, died at his home in 
Mount Pleasant, Brierley Hill, earlier 
this month. 

He was born in Brierley Hill but 
didn’t attend school regularly due to 
ill health. 

His parents, Emily and Roland 


Whittaker, owned numerous pubs in 
the area including The Potters Arms, 
Stores Inn and The Nine Locks and 
Chain Makers. 

Michael began working as a printer 
at Marsh and Baxter in Brierley Hill, 
in the 1950s before becoming a lock 
keeper with British Waterways. He 
served 25 years with them before re¬ 
tiring in 2004. 


Following the death of Michael and 
Tony’s mother in 2002, Michael got to 
travel to America. Businessman Tony 
said: “Michael travelled the world 
with me following the death of mom. 
We were in the Arizona dessert when 
he saw an Indian chief making a wind 
chime and decided to buy it off him. 

“He was incredibly well known and 
liked by everyone.”

Borough among poorest, but 
residents happy, says study 


Housing scheme 
wins a top award 

A FLAGSHIP £5.7 million housing scheme in Lye has 
been named ‘development of the year’ at a housing 
awards ceremony. 

Saltbrook Place, developed by Midland heart, was built 
on the site of a former homeless hostel. It won the award 
at the annual Midlands Chartered Institute of Housing 
awards. The project offers support and accommodation 
with an extensive range of facilities enabling customers 
to make the transition to a settled home. 

Carl Larter, director of assets at Midland Heart, said: 
“We are thrilled to receive this award recognising the 
positive impact Saltbrook Place is providing our custom¬ 
ers and the wider community.” 

The supported housing scheme, which received fund¬ 
ing from the Homes and Communities Agency, is the 
result of a partnership between Midland Heart, Dudley 
Council and contractor United Living. 


THE Dudley borough is among the 
least prosperous areas in the UK - 
but a report says its residents are the 
happiest in the Black Country. 

The borough has not fared as badly as 
its near neighbours in Wolverhampton and 
Sandwell in the study by thinktank The 
Legatum Institute. 

Wolverhampton was ranked the least pros¬ 
perous place to live in the same report - and 
Sandwell was the second least prosperous. A 
leading councillor dismissed the report for being 


out of touch with life in Dudley borough, which 
was ranked the 39th least prosperous area in the 
UK. 

Walsall was 29th while Wolverhampton and 
Sandwell hit numbers one and two on the list 
respectively. 

Salt 

The Dudley borough was found to have the 
happiest residents in the Black Country. Dudley 
Council’s opposition Conservative group leader 
Councillor Patrick Harley dismissed the find¬ 
ings. He said: “These surveys are probably done 


in some office somewhere - to be honest you can 
take them with a pinch of salt. Dudley people 
are proud of their heritage and excited about the 
future.” 

For its inaugural Geography of Prosper¬ 
ity index, The Legatum Institute compared 
the prosperity of 170 areas across Britain. It 
combined the Eurostat’s data on gross domes¬ 
tic product for UK local areas and the ONS’s 
well-being statistics. 

Dudley ranked 104th for life satisfaction, with 
a rating of 7.55, and 154th for GDP, with an av¬ 
erage salary of £13,795.

Time will soon be up 
for old clock tower

TIME has been standing still in Brierley Hill - but not for 
much longer with plans to demolish and replace the faulty 
town clock tower as part of a £100,000 raft of improve¬ 
ments. 

The 40ft landmark has stood outside the Moor Centre 
since 1998 but due to a fault with the electrical supply it 
has never worked properly leaving each of the four faces 
showing a different time. 

The owners of the Moor Centre have now revealed they 
plan to start work dismantling the tower before the end of 
the year. As well as installing a new four-faced clock, new 
benches and signs will be installed as part of a revamp of 
the main square. 

Matt Pegg, asset manager of London & Cambridge Prop¬ 
erties (LCP), which manages the centre on behalf of own¬ 
ers Evolve Estates, said: “We’re delighted to have in place 
plans to see the old clock tower replaced with a new one.” 

Shane Birch-Bastock, chairman of Brierley Hill Traders 
Association, said: “I think it’s great news. It’s about time 
something was done and it will be nice to have a working 
clock in the centre of the town.” 

In February, The Moor Centre was snapped up by prop¬ 
erty firm Evolve Estates for an undisclosed sum. The move 
was welcomed by traders and councillors.

Britain’s top tradesperson. 

Steve Timmins and Marc Deeley have seen off competi¬ 
tion from tradesmen and women across the West Midlands 
and will battle it out in the regional final later this month.

STBCS, said: “I’m really proud of all of my jobs and work 
extra time, and travel any distance when needed.”

Brave new take 
on classic novel

Featuring the offspring of theatri¬ 
cal royalty, the cast includes Sophie 
Ward, daughter of Simon, and Wil¬ 
liam Postlethwaite, son of Pete.lt is 
directed by James Dacre, whose fa¬ 
ther Paul is editor of the Daily Mail. 

Sophie wed Korean-American 
writer Rena Brannan in a well-publi¬ 
cised ceremony in 2000, before same- 
sex civil partnerships were legalised 
in Britain and is a campaigner for 
lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgen¬ 
der rights. If some say her sexuality 
defines her, she says: “I don’t have a 
problem with that.” 

Sophie plays ‘the controller’, in the 
original novel a man. Feminist play¬ 
wright Dawn King says she wanted to 
increase the gender equality. 

As someone not afraid to stand up 
for what she believes, does Sophie 
think that’s why she was picked to 
play the part? “Maybe I am known 
for being outspoken but I have often 
played quite strong parts on TV and 
in theatre,” says Sophie. “There is a 
real balance with the character. She’s 
so powerful but because of Dawn’s 
clever writing you see that under¬ 
neath it’s difficult being in charge of 
things, it comes with its own price. 
You see her own doubts, her own sac¬ 
rifices.” 

Written in 1931, the ground-break¬ 
ing novel was ranked fifth on the list 


of the 100 Best English Language 
Novels of the 20th Century. The story 
is set in 2540 and depicts a world 
where humans are genetically engi¬ 
neered. Family and emotional ties do 
not exist. 

Dawn King’s script is witty and 
forthright, based on a novel that is 


more than 80 years old. But Sophie 
says it is still relevant: “Genetic en¬ 
gineering is very much on the front 
pages. The commercialisation of 
everyday life, the assisted dying de¬ 
bate and the legalisation of drugs - all 
these things were at the forefront of 
the novel.”

Their songs are the classics we all 
grew up with, including Sherry, Big Girls 
Don’t Cry, Walk Like a Man, Rag Doll, Let’s

We arrived at Piccadilly Theatre in our 
posh frocks, having just enjoyed afternoon 
tea at The Waldorf, and settled down to 
enjoy the show with drinks delivered to 
our seats through a handy service called 
Ordertorium. What a great way to beat the 
queues to the bar. You can either download 
the free app and place an order on your 
phone or wave a menu in the air and some¬ 
one will come and serve you. 

Legendary 

Michael Watson has the perfect voice and 
stature to play Frankie and heads a strong 
cast. No wonder it has drawn stars like The 
Hoff and even the legendary Valli himself to 
see the show. It’s a belter. 

It had been a busy day. First stop was 
the world-famous Kew Gardens. Being 


on a coach was a bonus because we were 
dropped at the door which was good because 
it was raining heavily. Kew is a world leader 
in plant science and conservation and the 
sheer size of the place was amazing. 

It was too wet for the treetop walkway. 
Instead we toured the vast site on the Kew 
Explorer land train. 

Our accommodation during our two- 
night stay was at Tower Hotel which over¬ 
looks Tower Bridge from where there are 
great views of The Shard and the Tower of 
London and only a two-minute stroll from 
St Katharine Docks where there are dozens 
of restaurants, pubs and cafes. 

If you like your breaks to be stress-free, 
coach trips are just the ticket. On our jour¬ 
ney from Tower Bridge that morning we 
were caught up in a jam but the driver’s 
local knowledge meant he did a clever de¬ 
tour and still arrived on schedule. Our final 


stop was a tour of the BBC. The sun was 
shining and I really enjoyed the 45-minute 
journey through the City and into the West 
End. The seats were comfortable and pan¬ 
oramic windows provided bird’s eye views. 
Being so high up, it was probably the most I 
have ever seen of London in one go. We saw 
where the Great Fire of London started, the 
Millennium Bridge and St Paul’s Cathedral. 

The BBC tour includes plenty of fun, 
hands-on stuff, including the chance to 
read the news and make a short radio play, 
complete with sound effects. Through floor 
length windows we watched journalists at 
work in the state-of-the-art newsroom and 
visited The One Show studio, taking it in 
turns to sit on the famous sofa. We even 
spotted the odd celebrity, including Fiona 
Bruce filming outside. It was a fascinating 
behind-the-scenes tour of a much-loved 
British institution.

in her personal journey 


I f he had lived, Elvis Presley would 
now be 80 years old. 

It may be hard to picture the 
King as an octogenarian, but his 
fans do have plenty of other iconic 
images to remember him by. Some 
will always see him as the young, 
swivel-hipped rocker who took 
audiences by storm in the 1950s, 
while others picture the leather-clad 
veteran of the ‘68 comeback 
special, or the showman of the 
Vegas years. 

For Joanna Lumley, who has been 
a loyal subject of the King ever 
since she bought a copy of Hound 
Dog, his look was part of his 
enduring appeal, and has even 
been an influence on one of her 
own most famous performances. 

She says: ‘The thing about being 
a fan of Elvis is that you just love 
everything about him. I loved the 
way he looked, the way he sang, 
the way he dressed, the 
photographs of him, the way he 
performed on stage...and I loved 
his smile and his sense of humour. 


“I love the fact that he never 
really grinned huge cheesy grins, he 
had a special Elvis grin, and 
I borrowed that for Patsy in 
Absolutely Fabulous...a little tribute 
to Elvis.” 


It’s open to the public, but tonight, 
Priscilla and I will be alone, with her 


But now she is on a mission to put 
aside her own image of him and get 
to the truth behind the legend. 

She explains: “My Elvis was this 
young one, before the jumpsuits 
and the big lifestyle. But what was 
he really like? If my dream had 
come true and he had come over to 
England and I had met him, I 
wonder would I have liked the boy 
buried underneath the myth? I’m 
going in search of the youth 
catapulted to fame and fortune.” 

As you might expect, it’s a journey 
that takes in a trip to his home, 
Graceland, where she receives a 
personal tour from Elvis’s ex-wife, 
Priscilla Presley. 

Joanna says: “The TV room, the 
living room, Elvis’s jungle-themed 
den, are virtually untouched. His 
mother’s bedroom is still as it was. 


However, the presenter soon 
discovers that Graceland is very 
different from the rocker’s first home, 
as she visits a shack that his father, 
Vernon, built for the family in Tupelo, 
Mississippi. “They were dirt poor’,’ 
Joanna points out. “It’s extraordinary 
to think that this was where he was 
born.”

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is back in contention

It’s hard to come up with just one 
reason for the phenomenon, but 
there’s no doubt that the car buy¬ 
ing public’s love affair with ‘cross¬ 
over’ vehicles has made them the 
biggest-sellers in the market. 

It”s probably a combination of pur¬ 
poseful looks, the high ‘command” driv¬ 
ing position and the prospect of some 
off-road and winter weather potential, 
but sales are still growing and so are the 
number of models available. 

Mitsubishi’s offering is the ASX: not new ex¬ 
actly, but now a second generation model with 
a raft of upgrades is now taking to the roads 
of Britain. It does stand out from the herd, not 
least because of its pedigree. Mitsubishi has a 
wealth of experience in producing four wheel 
drive cars and this family-orientated model is 
based on the same platform as the iconic, high 
performance Lancer Evolution. 

It comes with three engine options: a 1.6 
petrol, a brand new and highly efficient 1.6 
turbo diesel and, in top of the range versions 
only, a 2.2 diesel mated to a six-speed auto¬ 
matic transmission. 

It’s front end is particularly distinctive due 
to its large radiator grille set in a softer, more 
rounded shape made largely with impact-ab¬ 
sorbing plastic panels - saving weight and, in 
the worst case scenario, possibly lives as it is 
designed to reduce injuries in a pedestrian col¬ 
lision. Yet it still has the stronger lines of a tra¬ 
dition SUV, rather than a family hatchback on 
steroids. This is reinforced by the impressive 
ground clearance and protective black plastic 
panels on the lower edges. It’s a full five-seater 
with a light and airy cabin, a family-sized boot 
and it is well-equipped with quality trim. 


Prices are competitive, with the top of the 
range ZC-H - with four wheel drive, the most 
powerful 2.2 litre diesel and automatic trans¬ 
mission - at £24,899. 

At the other end of the scale, the 1.6 litre, 
115bhp petrol front wheel drive model comes 
in at a modest £14,999. The 2.2 auto is nip¬ 
py with a 0 to 62mph time of 10.8 seconds, 
and an official average fuel consumption of 
48.7mpg C02 rating 157g/km). 

During my test I managed a very reasonable 
37mpg on two runs across the West Midlands 
in the rush hour, and 44mpg during mixed 
town and country driving. 

Improved 

Weight saving, has of course played its part 
in the improved performance/economy combi¬ 
nation, as has the advanced four wheel drive 
system. On models which have this improved 
system, you’ll normally be perfectly happy with 
the fuel-saving front wheel drive option. But if 
conditions get slippery you only have to press 
a button and you’re in ‘auto’ mode, where 
torque is automatically distributed between 
axles according to driving style and conditions 
- when the front wheels start to slip, for exam¬ 
ple. Anything between two and 50 per cent of 
the torque can be transferred to the rear axles 
virtually instantly. 

Press the button again and you have four 
wheel drive locked in, for snow or the occa¬ 
sion off-road foray, when a higher proportion 
of torque is fed to the rear, 

Electric power steering and a regenerative 
braking system also help to save fuel. 

The six-speed auto transmission has three 
modes: ‘eco’ and sport plus sport with man¬ 
ual changes via paddles behind the steering 
wheel. In sport mode, the system allows you to 
use the higher rev ranges before changing up, 
and changes down more readily, too. 

But to be honest, conscious of economy I 


stuck almost entirely with ‘eco’ mode as the 
2.2 turbo diesel has plenty of low range torque 
and is impressively responsive to ‘kick-down’, 
allowing you to surge ahead of slower traffic. 

The suspension is longer-travel and a little 
beefier than a standard saloon, reflecting its 
off-road potential, but it is well damped so it 
doesn’t crash over badly surfaced roads. 

The ASX has a longish wheelbase, relative 
to its size, and together with its lighter weight 
this has helped to sharpen up its handling. 
Driver and passengers sit tall with large areas 
of glass under that large, panoramic glass roof 
which adds to the feeling of space. 

Air conditioning and a new entertainment, 
satnav and communications system based 


around a centre console screen, which also 
shows you a rear view as soon as you select 
reverse. There are remote controls for the com¬ 
munications/stereo on the steering wheel, too, 
as well as the simple to operate cruise control. 

The ASX was awarded a five-star EuroNCAP 
safety rating, helped by an array of technology 
to prevent or reduce the effects of a collision. 
This includes active stability control, traction 
control, hill start assist, ABS with electronic 
brake force distribution, emergency stop sig¬ 
nal activation and no less than seven airbags. 

It’s likely the biggest seller will be Mitsubi¬ 
shi’s new 1.6 turbo diesel, which with 112bhp 
and well over twice the torque of its petrol sta- 
blemate, is only fractionally behind the flag¬ 


ship 2.2 auto in performance terms.But it’s 
the winner in terms of fuel and tax costs with 
figures of 61.4mpg and 119g/km in two wheel 
drive versions, and 56.5mpg and 132g/km for 
the 4WD model. 

The boot has 419 litres of space (plus an 
underfloor compartment) which increases to 
1,193 litres if you fold down the rear seats. 

The ASX has purposeful looks which help 
to set it apart from its growing band of com¬ 
petitors and the latest upgrades in economy, 
safety and technology have brought it back 
into contention with some of the newer rivals 
launched in the last couple of years. 

Space, comfort and an upmarket feel add to 
its proven competence.

Stylish and a good drive 


By Bob Hickman 

The latest Clio is a curvaceous, 
sleek coupe style vehicle. It’s 
the fourth generation and Re¬ 
nault has worked hard to ensure 
that the Clio retains its brand 
loyalty but also capitalises and 
gains more buyers in the hotly 
competitive super mini category. 

You only need to glance at the Clio 
to see that it is stylish. Bright LED day¬ 
time running lights add emphasis and 
the hidden rear door handles make 
the vehicle look virtually coupe-like - 
disguising the fact that this is a five- 
door hatch. 

The new Clio is both wider, longer and 
lower, with an extended wheelbase which 
translates to more interior space. 

Thanks to clever engineering and new 
materials it is 100 kgms lighter than its pre¬ 
decessor and this relates to lower running 
costs. 

Described as a super-mini, the Clio can 
accommodate five adults, although if like 
me they are six-footers they will struggle 
just a little bit for legroom. 

The rear is reasonably big enough for the 
external size of the vehicle and the boot, 
whilst not over generous, has the ability to 
be extended if only driver and passenger 
are contained. There is also a 60/40 split 
facility. 

It is over 22 years since Clios first arrived 
and with more than 11.5 million sold in over 
115 countries, Renault has obviously got 
something right with this popular vehicle. 

My Clio was equipped with a 1.5-litre 
diesel engine. This develops 90 bhp, suf¬ 


ficient to give a top speed where necessary 
and legal, of 112 mph and a 0-60 gallop in 
marginally over 11 seconds. 

One of the important figures is the C02 
emissions and at 90 g/km, this is in vehicle 
excise duty band A which means no vehicle 
excise licence. 

Renault claim extraordinary figures of 
78.5 mpg - the computer told me at the end 
of a week of very mixed mileage that I had 
achieved 57 miles to the gallon which I found 
to be perfectly acceptable in real world driv¬ 
ing. 

The 1.5 DCi performs adequately without 
being overly noisy, although there is no mis¬ 
taking that it is diesel power under the bon¬ 
net. 

Dynamics 

The gearbox was notchy and fifth gear was 
not particularly comfortable at a speed of an¬ 
ything less than 40 mph. 

I particularly liked the driving dynamics of 
the vehicle. The steering wheel was chunky 
and large, and didn’t obscure the graphics 
which were contained in a binnacle in front 
of the driver and also in the centre console. 
My particular vehicle, the Media Nav, had an 
excellent system directly in front and to the 
left, regrettably as with most of these systems 
it did mean averting the eye on occasions to 
operate the touchscreen system. 

One particular feature that I would like to 
highlight and found to be very, very useful 
were the cruise control and speed limiter 
buttons located in the central console just 
in front and below the handbrake. Move the 
switch forward and you could dial in a speed 
limit, click it backwards and it activated cruise 
control and then one button on the steering 
wheel to alter the speed. 

In this day and age of speed cameras, it 
was an absolute boon. On motorways with

temporary restrictions you dial in the 
speed, and in and around town it is quite 
easy to dial in a speed and avoid those 
hefty penalties for exceeding the speed 
limit. 

The Clio’s ride and handling were one of 
a vehicle at ease within its own suit - it was 
compliant as you would expect, steering at 
all times was balanced and the car turned 
in and held its line perfectly on reasonably 
twisty B Class roads and had a degree of 
accuracy and poise which was a rewarding 
feature. 

The new Clio not only looks great but 


is an excellent vehicle to drive and I am 
sure will continue to give new owners a 
welcome and rewarding experience. It is 
cheap to run and with a distinct abhor¬ 
rence of fuel stations with the 1.5-litre DCi 
I have little doubt that the new generation 
of Clio will add to the already 11.5 million 
owners that Renault have achieved in the 
previous 22 years. 

My particular car had an on the road 
price of £16,595, a four-year 100,000 miles 
warranty, service intervals at 18,000 miles 
or one-year and in addition a four-year 
roadside cover is incorporated.

THERE were two distinct sto¬ 
rylines played out at Stour¬ 
bridge on Saturday. 

One was of celebration at a home 
team who, for the fourth time in seven 
seasons, are into the first round of the 
FA Cup. 

The other was of despair and no little bewilder¬ 
ment at a new low for Kidderminster Harriers, 
during a campaign which in the space of just two- 
and-a-half months has already seen several. 

On paper, with the Evo-Stik Northern Premier 
Glassboys knocking off their National League ri¬ 
vals, this will go down as a shock. To those who 
have followed the fortunes of both clubs this sea¬ 
son it was nothing of the sort.

Head coach Dave Hockaday’s post-game in¬ 
terviews carried the same sentiment, if not lan¬ 
guage. 

Having taken over the Aggborough hotseat ear¬ 
lier this month, the 57-year-old is under no illu¬ 
sions as to the task ahead as he seeks to fashion 
a team packed with loanees and journeymen into 
one which can make a fist of surviving in non¬ 
league’s top flight. 

There cannot be many to have worked under 
Leeds United chairman Massimo Cellino who 
have found a tougher job elsewhere. Hockaday, 
arguably, has done precisely that. 

In truth, it was his team selection, most no¬ 
tably the decision to replace Dean Snedker with 
Alex Palmer in goal, which came under scrutiny.
